When I first advertised 3-Ton Adhesive, I made the statement that if 


you broke a boom, you could unbend your sail, glue the pieces to- 


gether in five minutes, rebend the sail and go on. I was seriously 


criticized for that statement, even by my own gang who are paid to 


think the boss is wonderful. It seemed to be a frightful exaggeration. 


They told me I would have to eat those words. 


Well, | won't eat em. I won't even gargle “em. Here’s why: 


The /ntegrity has a big boom, 5” in 
diameter. On the first day of the Ameri- 
can Yacht Club cruise, one of the lads 
put a preventer on that boom about 
five feet from the gooseneck and didn’t 
tell the skipper. Some hours later, an- 
other of the lads trimmed the main 
sheet using a powerful winch. There 
was a loud crack and our boom was 
sprung. The crack, running diagonally a 
distance of about four feet, reached al- 
most clear across the timber. We 
frapped it with strong new rope twisted 
tight with a toggle, and continued the 
race, The airs were light and we got 
away with it. Next morning, without 
unbending the sail, we wedged the split 
apart, sealed the bottom with adhesive 
tape, poured in a wet mixture of 3-Ton, 
removed the wedge and brought the 
pieces together with light pressure with 
a C-clamp.

So, I won't eat 
my words, and won't go to sea ever 
again without 3-Ton Adhesive aboard.
